Gradual Weaning 


This method more comfortable for 
you and safer for your baby. also 
less disturbing him emotionally. Let 
say that you are going start wean- 
ing him when seven months old. 
the first day you should give him 
bottle, instead nursing him, after 
has had his cereal his a.m. feeding 
cup, may well be, you can give 
him his milk that way. Actually 
you use some his formula mix with 
his cereal, there not very much left 
for him drink. Most babies are willing 
drink from cup before they are 
seven months old and you have trained 
him this before you wean him, 
will save you the trouble teaching 
him take bottle. 

Seven days after beginning the wean- 
ing, you should give him the cow’s milk 
formula both his a.m. and 
feedings. After another interval seven 
days, receives the cow’s milk mix- 
days later again, this change made 
all but his p.m. feeding. Some mothers 
find that they can then just omit the 
p.m. nursing. Others find that it, too, 
must replaced the formula, pre- 
ferably given ina bottle. Your baby will 
decide this question for you, either 
sleeping through the night waking 
and demanding food. 

Cow’s milk differs many ways from 
breast milk. order accustom your 


baby gradually his new feeding, 
should given weaker mixture 
cow’s milk first than would given 
bottle-fed baby the same age. 
Your physician will tell you what his 
formula should be. This weak formula 
will doubt reduce his rate gain 
weight even stop temporarily but 
that consequence. Your aim 
get him established his new feeding 
any upset. You should keep 
your baby this relatively weak feed- 
ing for four five days after 
completely weaned. Then all well, 
usually is, your doctor will tell you 
how increase the strength the 
feeding, until sufficient meet his 
requirements. 


Sudden Weaning 


babies absolutely 
refuse take milk from bottle long 
they are being nursed all. course 
they will take from cup you can 
still wean them gradually, but that 
not possible these babies have 
weaned suddenly. You should always 
consult your doctor before undertaking 
this type weaning and you should 
keep contact with him during the 
process. The practice regularly giving 
nursing baby one three bottles per 
weck, from the age three four weeks 
on, may prevent this trouble weaning. 
Young nursing babies will take bottles 
without any protest. Also good 
plan teach someone else besides your- 
self give him his bottle, that 
hands.

binder after the last nursing, 
which you used both breasts. 
towel folded about inches 
size serves very well binder. 
apply it, first powder your breasts gen- 
with powder, then 
down your back with the binder 
underneath you. Then lift your breasts 
and toward the midline and pin the 
binder together securely, using several 
safety pins for this purpose. someone 
available help you, will consid- 
erably easier. You should then reduce 
the amount fluids that you drink 
much possible, and you should take 
one tablespoonful Epsom salts every 
morning. the 
amount fluids lost the body. 

The binder should not removed for 
three days and then only replaced

First: constant effort find and treat more 
cases the early stages when the disease easier 
control.

Such examinations are particularly important among 
adults, especially older persons, workers exposed 
silica dust, and other special groups which have high 
tuberculosis death rates. 


How medical science fighting tuberculosis? 


New X-ray equipment and techniques are 
making examinations easier and less expensive. 
Studies with streptomycin and other new drugs 
give promise for the future. There are indications 
that vaccine may provide measure immunity 
against tuberculosis. But these drugs and vaccines 
are still experimental, and yet there sub- 
stitute for standard methods treatment. 


Regular medical examinations pro- 
vide comforting reassurance even 
you don’t have tuberculosis, and sug- 
gest immediate treatment the dis- 
ease should detected. For further 
information about such examinations 
and about the disease itself, ask your 
physician, public health officer, local 
Tuberculosis Association.

East Indians celebrated their national 
independence day, Indian women ap- 
peared with their menfolk public 
Hindus came Canada.

You can 
trace his influence still among your middle- 
aged friends who have difliculty recalling 
Life with Father the early years this 
century.

rare phenomenon. 

Speaking father myself, think it’s about time 
examined our shortcomings. has been 
taking lot blame lately, from the psychiatrists 
and other learned investigators, for what she has 
done the rising generation. Yet she least has 
been active parent, and wondered that 
things have gone off-balance when her partner 
family matters refused share responsibility?
